We regret that as some of usdid
not receive our mail until the 28th
ult.,, we have been unable to sooner
lay before you, in a collective and eon-
nected from, our side of the question
in connection with Kauni and the
mensures adopted to prevent the in-
troduction of cholera,

When we advised that Kauoail sbould
bave no intercourse with Honolulu
while cholera was epidemic there, and
that the people should give way to ne
wasity only, we were influenced by
the following considerations:

Firstly. The pature and distribu-
tion of the population we should have
to deal with if cholera became epi-
iemic here. You in Honolulu have a
large intelligent populstion cou-
tiguous with the population that is &
mennce to the public bealth st such &
period, from which you can get, apd
did get, valuable aid during the epi-
demic. We, on the contrary, have in
our respective communities a large
mass of ignorance, prejudice and su-
perstition to deal with, widely distrib-
uted, with a comparatively small
number of people that we could get
intelligent aid from in dealing with
sueh an epidemic as cholera.

Secondly. We have no facilities for
dealing with the disesse should it
come among us, Were we prepared
a8 they are in some countries to deal
with it, and if trade demsanded it, we
should do without quarantine; but,
situsted as we are, it was ircumbent
upon us to advise such & course as
would make it practically impossible
for choleras to get a footing bere.

That being so, and as the Board of
Health iu Honolnlu had sppointed a
Committee of Healib in Libue, to
whom was given an almost free hand
in dealing with the situstion on Ka
uai, we advised that the committee
should adopt the longest period of
quarantine known to Hawatian law,
viz: eighteen duys, partly to intercept
cases of choleras with an exceptional
period of incubation, and partly to act
15 # deterrent to traffic.

We recognizeand admit the author-
ities mentioned by the physicians on
the Board of Health as placing the
limit of the period of incubation of
tholera at five days. We admit that
=uch & period would embrace the great
mujority of cases; but we contend
that there sie other suthorities quite
s eminent a3 those mentioned who
state that the jveabation period of
‘holera may be much longer; e. g,
Parke's Manual of Hygieve, which is
the siandard work ou hygiene in Eng
aud, Judla aud the Colonies, says

Jails.” Erpest Hart, ehairamn of the
National Health Society of Grest
Britain, editor of the Briish Medieal
Journal, and suthor of several articles
on cholern, after a review of various
medical authorities places the period
of incubation of cholera &t from ope
to fifteen days,

Dr Roberts of Owens College, Man-
-hester, says that the incubative stage
of cholera may ruu from ore to
cighteen days, usually from two to
four. Lebert, Med. Trans. Berlin,
say« one to three days, exceptionally
one Lo two, on the sverage it does
not exceed one week, though s period
of oue or two weeks is by no means
rare, & longer lime is exceptional of
course. We opnly take into sprount
here tho=e cases which huve been eol-
‘ected with the greatest care.

From the sbove mentioved suthori-
ties it will be seen that in asking for
an eighteen days quarantine we were
asking for no more thun was neces—
sary to cover the cases of cholers
which heve an exceptionul period o:
ineubation. The duration of guaran-
tine adopted in any particular pluce
depeuds also oo the eXxigencies of
tzade. From our fpsulsr position,
which made perfect quaravtine possi-
ble, from the fsct that it was mot
nDecessary, nor did the people of Kauai
Wsnl to bave any iuvtercourse with
Houolula while echolera was epidemic
there, s no trade or iudusiry of any
conrequence on Kauai suffered there-
by, sud as with a littie sdjusting of its
food supply Ksuai could hold out for
along time. We maiutain that we
were right in sskivg fora period of
quarsuline that would cover exeep-
tionsl cases of incubstion and sct asa

tinction drawn between cabin pas-
sengers and deck passengers in the
matter of quarantine, lies rather with
the lay element of the communit

than with us, It was thought that if
anv difference iu treatment were en-
soted it would be construed as a racial
difference, and that it would engender
more bitterness between the natives

nd the whites.
* {\'e do not admit that the irredoci-

[ ble minimum of five days quarantine

adopted by the United States authori-
ties has any bearing on, or was atall
applicable to the situation here. Five
days quarantine is sufficient to inter-
cept most csses, not all; bat it would
not pay the United States to inter-
rupt their traffic to be sure that they
cateh all cases, Here it was nol ne-
cessary for a time to bave any
traffic st all so that there was
no justificstion for incurring the
least risk. We dol (;omem: ‘I;ha.{-
the temporary period of twenty days
r;l.lll‘l.nlitl:; nrdel;:d by President Har-
rison in 1582 has a bearing on the situ-
ation as it existed bere. His proclam-
ation was evidently meant not only to
cover cases of cholera with a long
period of incubation, but also to act as
a check to traffic in the form of immi-
gration, the equivalent of our deck-
passenger traffic. If anything, we
required the longer period of quaran-
tine more than they did in the United
States, as they have facilities for com-
baling choiern ; we hiave not
That we at first opposed establish-
ing a quarantine station on this island
was owing to the well knowu fact that
land quarantine is a failure. It has
been well described as an elaborate
system of leakages, [t was condemuoed
at the Interpational Health Congress
at Vienna in 1574 by all the powers
excepl France, snd in the Congress at
Rome in 1855 it was condemned by all
the powers. In conclusion, sir, we
beg humbly to maiotain that the
advice we gave as to guarantine and
traffic was, under the circumstances,
the best possible. We are,

A letter was resd announcing
that several lay brothers would
goon arrive from France for work
at the leper settlement,

A comumunication filled with en-
dearing terms regarding mercy io
the afflicted, was read from A.J,
Eling, of Georgetown, Washing-
ton. He wished to come to Hawaii
and look after the lepers; was will-

The letter was pluced on file and the
writer will be informed that there
18 no opening at the present. In
this connection President Smith
explained that another party was
desirous of going to Molokai and
devote all her tims to the lepers.
While the request was given due
consideration and the spirit which
sanctioned the proposal recognized,
it was concluded not to grant the
request, owing to their being a
namber of ladies already at the
eettlement in connection with the
different homes.

On recommendation of Dr. Day
the Kamehameha school had been
granted permission to isolate for a
period of five days six scholars
from one of the infected districts
that desired to enter school.

The physicians favored some
modifications being made in the
matter of children from infected
districts attending echeol. Presi-
dent Smith sand other members of
the Board inclined to the belief
that the children would be better
off sttending school than runaing
around promiscuously. Professor
Alexander eaid children in the
locality of Maunakea street was in
the habit of sssociating and play-
ing with those from other places.
He saw no good reason why the
children should not attend school ;
thers would be no more danger by
go doing than allowing associa-
tion.

The not-to-be downed question of
Nuusnu stream came up for con-
gideration. An examipation bad
been made by Drs. Wood and Day.
A verbal report by the former
favored withdrawing guards from
the valleys and substituting mili-
tary to patrol the stream. The
matter of uniforms and arms
would huve & salutary effect upon
the natives. The present guards
were doing well, but could not be
seen at a distance, which was con-
sidered & drawback. Two guards
used @ boat aod rowed up and
down the stream. Abont the
mouth of the stream, near King
street bridge, the streami was not
as well Jooked after as it should be,
As the water at School stree:
bridge was not infected, the guard
there was useless, and at the re-
quest of the physicians wae or-
dered discootinued. Dr. Wood
believed that eight soldiers conld
guard tbe stream successfully.
President Smith =aid unemployed
wembers of the volunieer compa-
nies should be used for the purpoee
of guarding the stream; they bad
uniforms and should be given the
preference.

Speaking further of the stream
and matters in connection with it,
Dr. Wood eaid when proper ar-
rangements had been made for
guarde, he would fsvor raising the
querantine on this island, perbaps
with the excepti of keepiog
guards at the pali and Msunalua.

Dr. Smith reported that the quar-
antine could with =afety be raised.
This was accordingly voted. The
fields about the asylum that were
declared infected are mnow thor-
| onghly dry ; there could be no fur-
ther danger of patients develo ping
cholera by drinking water {rom the
fielde.

There was considerable discus-
gion about fish and how the eale
should be regulated. President
Smith said there could be no ohjec- |
tion to dried fish from Hawaii, |
Molokai and Lanei being sold. ‘

Mr. Lansing favored the sale of
fish caught eleewhere than in the
district of Honolulu, but only at |
one place and under close inzpec- |
tion. A person conversant with |
fish should be named as an in-|
epecton

There seemed to be some doubt !
as to proving where the fish were |
caught. Member Keliipio solved |
the problem by the proposal that
{all fish brought into the city be,
| accompanied by a certificate show-
| ing where and when caught, and
| by whom. The certificates could
| be furnished by guards at the dif-
| ferent places leading into town.

A motion by Dr. Wood thet deep-
| water fish caugbt outside of Hopo-
Iulu district b= allowed sale under
certain restrictions and inepection
88 may be decided on, met with
unanimous approval. Dr. Emerson
and Member Keliipio were named
as a committee to investigate the
matter and report as soon as prac- |
ticable,

The sanitary arrangements in
the Armstrong block, lower King
street, near the bridge, caused some
discussion.

MUST PROVE CAPACITY.

President Clevaland Issues a Civil
Servios Order Affacting Consuls.

WasniNeToN, Sept. 23 —The
President’s new civil service order
affecting Consuls, issued today is,
as Dillows: '

EXECUTIVE MANSION,
September 20, 1585,

It heln‘ﬁ,o{ srm importance that
the Consuls and commercial agents of
the United Btates shall possess the
proper T:la!iﬂmuona for their
tive positions, to beascertained either
through a satisfactory record of pre-
vious actual service under the -
partment of State, or through =n ap-
propriate execution, it is hereby
ordered that any vacauncy in a con-
sulate or commercial agency, now or
hereafter existing, the salary of which
is pot more than $5250 por less than
$1000 for the compeusation of which,
if derived from official fees, exclusive
of notarial and other. unofficial re-
cetpts, does not exceed $2500 nor fall
below $1000, shall be filled.

'A) By a traosfer or promotion from
some other position under the Depart-
ment of State of a charicter tending
o qualify the ineumbent for the posi-
tion to be filled; or (b) by appoluot-
ment of a person not under the De-
partment of State, but haviog previ-
ously served thereunder to its satis-
fac'ion, in a capacity tending to
qgualify bim for the position to be
filled; or (e} by the appointment of &
person who, having furnished the cus-
tomary evidence of character, respon-
sibility and eapacity, and being there-
upon selected by the Pretident for
examination, is found upon such ex-
amination to be qusliﬂetr?or the posi-
tion.

For the purpose of this order, no-
tarial and unofficial fees shall not be
regarded, but the eompensatidn of a
consulate or cousmercial agency shall
be ascertaioed, if the office is salaried
by reference to the last preceding Ap-
propriation Aet, and if the official is
not sslaried by reference to the re-
turns of official fees for the last pre-
ceding fiscal year.

The exsmination heretofore pro-
vided for shall be by a board of three
persons desiguated by the Secretary
of State, who shall also prescribe the
subjects to which such examination
shall relate and the general mode of
conducting the same by the board.

T'be vacancy in a consulate will be
filled at discretion only when a suit-
sble appoindment cannot be made in
in any of the modes indicated in the
second paragraph of this order.
